Ridge last night something of a scare 
was occasioned when the water call was 
sounded. The cavalry has been going 
to a creek about half a mile from the 
post to water the horses. Along this 
creek, dnricg the 
last twenty-four 


hours, n village of ghost dancers and 
tepees has sprung up. Lost evening 
the blnck troopers mounted their horses 
with carbines loaded and cartridge belts 
in place. Then, under the command of 
a lieutenant instead of the usual orderly 
sargeant, they slowly cantered to the 
creek. After the horses had drank their 
fill the soldiers crossed into the Indian 
village. The stampede that followed 
was almost instantaneous. Squaws and 
papooses ran screaming into the tepee, 
while the t'aois hastily mounted their 
ponies and fled to tbe hills. But the 
troopers had only crossed in order to 
turn and go back to camp. 
This serves 


to show what view the commanding offi- 
cer takes of the situation. He feels it 
is well to te ready to fight, and sent his 
men out to-night on a peaceful errand, 
fully prepared for war. 


Nearly all the Indians who draw ra- 


tions here are now camped around the 
poet. It is part of tho plan of Agent 
Boyen to refuse to issue beef on Wed- 
nesday to such of the Indians who re- 
fuse to give up the ghost dance. It 
may be that this will settle the matter 
without trouble and it may bring on a 
fight. 
Special Agent Cooper thinks 


that any pretext may be seized upon by 
the Indians for forcing the issue. 
The 


dancing is dying out, but he is not sure 
whether it is treachery or obedience 
that is causing the cessation. A band 
of Rosebud Indians are here without 
passes aud their presence bodes no good. 
All are unanimous in their assertions of 
good will, but 
they are 
carefully 


measuring the strength of the troops 
the while. Little Wound, one of the 
leaders of the ghost dance, has refused 
to come into the agency, saying that if 
the agent wanted to see him he must 
call at the Little Wound's tepee. A 
equaw hung herself Saturday night to 
add to the excitement, At present it is 
a toss up between peace and war. 


WASHBUBN, N. D-, Nov. 24—It is 


reported that a band of Indian warriors, 
numbering about 6,000, have cut loose 
from the reservation below here, and are 
heading westwaid. The band is mostly 
Sioux. Considerable excitement exists 
throughout the country, and old timers 
acknowledge that the situation is ser- 
ious. The route of the indians seems to 
be between the Missouri river and the 
Northern Pacific railroad, which at this 
point are only thirty-five miles apart. 


OTTAWA, Ont, Nov. 24.—It was 


rumored here 
Saturday 
that 
the 


Canadian Blaokfeet Indians, the most 
war-like tribes in the northwest, were 
preparing to go on the war path. Ad- 
vices to the mounted police department 
here convey a different story. 
They 


state that the Indians, thongh some- 
what agitated, are very unlikely to give 
trouble, in view of the prompt punish- 
ment they received five years ago on 
the occasion of the last outbreak. 
The 


police have strict orders to prevent 
American Indians from _entering Cana- 
dian territory. 


PIEEEE, S. D., Nov. 24.—This is ra- 


tion day at the Cheyenne agency and 
the Indians aro congregating there in 
large numbers. The scare is subsiding, 
Indian Agent Norville, who has just re- 
turned from the Bad river country, Bays 
the Indians there are abandoning their 
dances and promise not to participate 
in them again.

THK TOPIC OF IXTEREST 


In the Kallrond World U the Trans- 


continental Alliance. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—The proposed 


alliance of the trans-continental rail- 
roads is the one topic of interest in the 
railroad world. The fact that a scheme 
so long dreamed of and talked of by 
those interested in the western railroads 
seems near fruition on so large a scale, 
has put an element of buoyancy in the 
stock market that is refreshing. "The 
entire outlook is one of hopefnines."," 
said one of the prime movers in the 
alliance to day, "the plans set on foot 
last spring have .lately matured so 
rapidly and on such a scale as to be 
fairly amazing. 
The best that was 


hoped in the original was such groupes 
as, for instance, the Southwestern, tbe 
Northwestern and the Union Pacific and 
adjacent lines, but it has been found 
that these roads cross each other in their 
ramifications that only one grand alli- 
ance would secure the desired results. 
This feeliug incited the present move- 
ment, but thatits accomplishment would 
be near so rapidly was beyond the hopes 
of the most sanguine. An era of railroad 
history has been made within the last 
few days." Speaking of the propose« 
alliance last evening, Chauncey ,M. 
Depew said: "Nothing can be doneun- 
til the Union Pacific affair is settled. I 
have not the slightest doubt that Mr. 
Gonld is to have possession of the Union 
Pacific and that Mr. Dillon is to be its 
president. 
When these changes are 


made and the new management goes in- 
to effect a union may be effected."

Belmont, tbe banker, died at an early 
hour this morning. Mr. Belmont con- 
trasted the cold which developed into 
pneumonia and cause! his death while 
attending tbo recent horse chow. Had 
hs lived until tho eighth of next month 
he would have attained his seventy 
fourth year. The banking house of 
August Belmont & Co, was closed thin 
morning. On the door was posted the 
following: "Closed on account of the 
death of Mr. Belmont." In the office 
no bubiae*s was transacted except of the 
aioat $( »vsing nature. 


At the time that Mr. Belmont died 


there were present at his bedtide: Dr. 
Polk and Mr. Belmont's three song, 
August, jr., Perry and Oliver. Mr. 
Bdlmont was out and about as usual on 
Thursday last. 
That night he was 


taken sick and gradually grew worse 
until his death. As yet no arrange- 
ments have been made for the funeral. 


Mr. Belmont was born in Axel, Ger- 


many, December 5, 181C, where his 
father was a landed proprietor. He 
was educated in Frankfort, and forsev 
eral years was in the employ of the 
Rothschilds in their banking house in 
that city and also in Naples. 


In 1837 he settled in New York and 


became the agent of his former em- 
ployers. A quarrel concerning a woman 
led to a duel in which he was shot and 
lamed for life. From 1811 till 1853 he 
was consul general at New York for the 
Austrian government, but owing to his 
disapproval of the treatment received by 
Hungary from Austria he resigned his 
office. 


la 1853 b.9 was appointed charge 


d' affairs at tho Hague and in 1854 be- 
came minister resident. He resigned 
in 1853, having first negotiated a highly 
important 
consular 
convention for 


which, with other diplomatic services, 
he received the special thanks of the 
department at Washington. 


Mr. Belmont was wall known as a 


patron of art, and his collection of 
paintings is one of the finest in the 
city. He has taken much interest in 
politics, and he was a delegate to the 
democratic convention of I860, and 
from that year until 1872 was the chair- 
man of the national committee. For 
twenty years he was president of the 
American Jockey club, and has long 
been a prominent member of the Union 
and other clubs of New York. 


He married a daughter of Commodore 


0. Perry and was instrumental in erect- 
log a bronze statue of him at Newport, 
B I. Mr. Belmont's wife, three sons 
aad one daughter survive him.

The fifth annual report of the commis- 


sioner of labor shows tbe number of 
railroad employes in the country to be 
690,000, employed on 1,718 railroads, 
which, it says, however, are practically 
controlled by -about 600 roads. Over 
20 per cent, of the railroad employes 
earn less than 81.20 per day and that 50 
per cent, earn less than 31.67 per day. 
Less than 9 per cent, earn as high as 82 
per day, and but 8 per cent, earn as 
§2.50 per day. Only about 2| per cent, 
earn $3 per day. The daily average 
rate of all the employes upon a group of 
sixty roads taken as a fair average is 
81.641 per day. The average working 
day is ten hours, 25 per cent, of the en- 
tire number of employes work but 
twenty-five days out of the year and 58 
per cent, are employed less than one- 
half the year. Twenty-five per cent, 
work from one hundred and fifty-one 
days to three hundred days in the year 
and about twenty per cent, work from 
three hundred and one to three hun- 
dred and sixty-five days in the year.

A FALLING WALL. 


A XumberoiFeraon* lojured at Jer. 


N. J., Nov. 22.— The 


wall of a new brick building, which 
Wells, Fargo & Co., are erecting on 
Pavonia avenue, near Cole street, sud- 
denly fell at 9:30 this morning, burying 
a large number of workmen, in the 
debris.

As fast as the ambu- 
lances arrived, the injured men were 
put into them and sent to the hospital. 
By 10:30 eight masons, twelve iron 
workers and fifteen laborers had been 
taken out and sent to the hospital. 


The dead body of Geo. Burke, an iron 


worker, was taken out about 11 o'olook. 
It is now known that only ten men wore 
sent to tho hospital. They are very 
seriously injured, some of them prob 
ably fatally.
